ALLEGED ARSON-~SERIOUS CHARGE AGAINGT 
4 EUROPEAN IN-CONNEOTION WITH 
‘THE LATH GREAT FIRE, 

Edward Fisher, described a3 a general 
storekeeper lately oarrying on busineas at 
No, 3 Hing Leung Street, was charged on 
remand with attempting to. defraud the 
Lauoashire Insurance Company of tho aum 
of $6,000, soe 

Mr W. M. Deane, the Captain Superin- 
tendent of Polloe, appeared to watch the 
case on behalf of the prosecution, © 

Inspector Matheson was first-called, and 
deposed to having arrested the defendaut at 
about $ past 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
in the ottice of Mossrs Arnhold, Karberg & 
Co. Praya Central (warrant produced), 
About 4 p.m, yesterday (said ‘the Inspeotor) 
I served notice on the defendant te-produce 
hie insurance policy. About 5 minutes to 
11 on the evening of tho. 25th, 1 left the 
Inspeotor’s Mess+room, accompanied by Mr 
Mackay, the reporter for the China Mail, 
We went to the Cosmopolitan Club, and 
there I met tho defendant. and wished him, 
the compliments of the season. He asked 
us'to have a drink, and we went to the bar, 
sid the fire-bell rang at this moment, I 
said to the defendant, “Oh, Fisher, per- 
haps your houge is on fire, it appeara to be 
the fire-bell,”” He said to Mr Mackay * Oh, 
perhaps itis the Temperance Hall.” We all 
then left the Cosmopolitan Club and ran 
down the Street; and, I.left the defendant 
and Mr Mackay at the corner of the Holy- 
wood Road. : [ think abont six minutes 
elapsed after I leit the Central Station until 
I returned. 

Georg Orley (Inspector of Markets) de- 
posed :—On’ the night of. the 25th I was 
standing on my yerandah in the Central 
‘Market at 20 minutes to 11, I heard some 
Chinese singing out ‘Fire! fire!” Iran 
out to'see where it was, and the P, & .0.
